During the inontli of June and tin* early part of July, 10011, 
duties took me over the very interesting region — the Kaihah 
Plateiui — lying <*ast of Kanab, I tnh. Tin* region is part of the 
Buckskin Mountains, and it is essiaitially a yellow pine area, 
except in the immediate vicinity of the basin, or at IbOO m. 
elevation, and above 2700 m. where si)ruces and firs abound. 

Among the yellow pine I found among other plants very 
interesting specimens of Aquilegia,"^ one of which was described 
as A. pinrlnrtnit. Along with this species I found also a D(*l- 
phiniuni which I have not been able to refer to any of the 
hitherto known species and for which the following diagnosis is 
proposed :

Type^ in the U. S. Xational ll(*rbarimn [4Mdestrom 2.')7o], colI(*ct(*d at 
an altitude of 2to0 m. on the Kaibab Olatean, northern Arizona, where it 
grows ainr)iig Phtus pondrroBa. Abo collected on the T^ncompahgre 
Plateau near Kidgway, Colorado [Tm. 2140], and in the La Sal ]\Ioun- 
tains, eastern Utaii, by Mr. ]\Iellenthin of the Forest Service. 

Distinguished bj’ the linear, sometimes tiliform loljes of its leaves. . It

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ranges so far as kiiowi] from tlio ("nconipali^re IMatean westwan] into the 
La Sal Mountains and sontlnvanl towards the San Kraneisco ^Mountains 
of Arizona. It has been ohs(‘rved at an elevation of 2100 m. upward to 
3000 in.

Type in the V. S. National Herbarium, Kearney and Shantz No. 321S, 
collected on the samlhills 3> mile.s west of Toel(\ Ltah, growing with 
Psoralen hnicrolata . 

This is one of the many interesting species collected by Me.ssrs. Kearney 
and Shantz. It is readily recognized by its white toinimtum, by its 
inflorescence fa decompound dichasinm], which latter forms fnlly tlie 
upper half of the plant. The lower brancla^s of the intlore.'^cence aie 
straight, forming with one another an angle of about 45'^ more or less.
